WRECK, AND RUIN. 


.The Destructivé Touch of the Tornado 
| Felt in Four States—Twenty People Re- 
_ ported Killed in Southern Winois— 
- Trains Blown from the Track. 


; >> Marion, Iuz., June 11 
A terrible cyclone struck the southeast 
-portion of Williamson County on Saturday 
night, June 9. Several houses were thrown 
down, andaM the’farm fences in its path 
destroyed. ‘ The loss of life is not 
owh, but will, reach.twenty or twenty- 
fi¥e;' it. is supposed... Its. direction was 
from southeast to the northwest. Two 
boys were killed'in New Burnside, and 
one whole family were struck by lightning. 
The. mother was killed and the rest of the 
family are dying. Every report that comes 
in makes matters worse, Its track was 
about a quarter of a mile in width. The 
lightning and wind was terrific, but “the 
rain was not so very hard. Large trees 
were rooted up and borne along by the 
wind. Whole flocks of sheep were blown 
away. This is one of the best regions in 
Southern Illinois for peaches, but not a 
single tree is left standing in its track. 
This is the only storm of this nature that 
has visited this section since the great hur- 
ricane of twenty years ago. The track of 
the storm can be easily traced by the 
desolation and waste it has left. Reports 
are coming in very slowly. 
The Ruin at Beloit, Wis. 


BELOIT, Wis., June 11. 

A terrible tornado struck this place at 6 
p.m., coming from the southwest, doing 
damage to the amount of $75,000 to $100,- 
000. The storm concentrated on the river, 
taking first the Chicago & Northwestern 
bridge and blowing it into Rock River,then 
the roof of the Brown block and hurled it 
across the street, breaking. glass in Car- 
penter’s block, Rich’s block, Emetson’s 
drug-store and Goodwin’s block, then fol- 
lowing the river northeast it demolished 
the carriage factory of O. H. Denman; then 
to the Rock River paper mill,a part of 
which was demolished, killing one man, 
seriously injuring one, and others slightly. 
In the west part of the city three houses 
were blown down, one moved off fis foun- 
1 On the 
east side the steeples of the Presbyterian 
and First Congregational churches were 
blown off. Broad street, the finest in the 
city, is impassable. Trees, from one to 
four feet in diameter, were torn up in all 
parts ofthe city. The public school, on the 
east side, a fine brick structure, is damaged 
considerably. J. F. Johnson’s paint-shop, 
two stories,is ruined. The telephone and 
telegraph wires are down all over the city. 

The casualties so far as known are one 
killed dtwenty wounded. ‘The larger 
part o e wounded are not hadly hurt. 

The Wreck in Indiana. 
INDIANAPOLIS, June LI. 

While the cyclone that passed over Ver- 
non and vicinity, fifty miles south of In- 
dianapolis, last night was of fearful force, 
so far as can be learned no loss of life 
was occasioned by its visitation, and re- 
ports of damage are rather meager in de- 
tails. It pursued a narrow path, fortu- 
ately no more tham 150 feet in width in 

any place, and sometimes even smalier 
than that. It passed over the country be- 
tween Vernon and North Vernon, and ev- 
erything in its path was leveled to the 
ground. 

Farther east, in Ripley County, two per- 
sons are reported to have been killed at 
Osgood, but no names or particulars are 
given. 

” As indicating the extraordinary power of 
the wind it is related that as it passed 
over Muscatatuck Creek all the water in 
the stream was lifted in the air and the 
bottom exposed fora minute. In the vi- 
cinity of Butlerville, east of North Ver- 
non, the storm struck a moving Sah oo 
:trainonthe Ohio & Mississippi Railroad.The 
cars were loaded to their utmost capacity 
with sugar. Seven of them were carried 
from the track as if they had been mere 
shells and thrown into the woods some dis- 
tance away, and nine others are lying on 
their sides near the track. None of the 
train hands injured except Fireman Wheel- 
or who was cut on the head by flying de- 
ris. 

Extensive damage was done to trees and 
out-houses,and that no more serious results 
followed is a miracle. 

An Iowa Cyclone. 
Dusvaeg, June ll. 

The weather for the past day or two has 
been favorable for cyclones, and dispatches 
received by the Jimes this evening state 
that the interior of the State was this morn- 
ing visited by these terrible disturbances at 
various points. At British Creek, Fayette 
County, a frightful cyclone swept through 
the village at 3 o’clock, completely destroy- 
ing about one-third of the town. No one 
was killed, but the damage is about $39,000. 
Sumner, Brewer County, was also visited, 
the wind blowing down several buildings, 
including Gardner’s large warehouse, 
which is a total wreck: The depot was al- 
so demolished and several other buildings. 
Aman by the name of Carpenter is re- 
ported seriously injured. 

A dispatch from Waverly says a young 
cyclone this afternoon visited Tripoli, the 
scene of the exploits of the Barber brothers ; 
time, about 3:30. It blew down trees and 
buildings. The largemachinery warehouse 
of J. C. Gault was completely destroyed, 
the loss being about #800 or $1,000. wo 
men were in the warehouse at the time,but 
succeeded in escaping with few bruises. 
Considerable damage was done to business 
houses, and many small buildings and corn 
cribs were blown to atoms. Several per- 
sons were slightly injured, but none seri- 
ously.

CROOK AND THE HOSTILES. 
Weary Marches ina Barren and 


Rugged Region in Pursuit of 
Daring Savages. 
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A WHOLE DAY SPENT IN ONE 
Fight, in Which a Number of 
Indiams are Killed. 


San Franctsco, Cal., June 12.—The fol- 
lowing dispatch from General Crook was 
received at military headquarters this af- 
ternoon: 

Srtver Cgser, A. T., twelve miles north 
of boundary, via Tombstone.—Left here 
May 1 with 193 Apache scouts under Craw- 
ford; got Wood and Mackey with Chuffee’s 
compuny of forty-two men of the Sixth 
Cavalry; had rations for two montlis on 
mules; followed the hostiles, the Chirica- 
huas. The country is of indescribable 
roughness;a numberof mules lost their 
footing, and stepping from the trail, fell 
down precipices and were killed. The 
stronghold of the Chiricahuas is in the very 
heart of the Sierra Madres, and the posi- 
tion is finely watered, with a dense growth 
of timber and plenty of grass. They had 
been camped for miles near the head of the 
Bavispe, occupying 

PROMINENT, ELEVATED PEAKS, 
affording a fine lookout for miles, render- 
ing surprise almost impossible, and mak- 
ing retreats sécure through the rough adja- 
cent eanons. Captain Crawford, with the 
Indian scouts, early on the morning of 
May 15, surprised the village of Chata, the 
chief who led the recent raid into Arizona 
and New Mexico. The fight lasted all day. 
The village was wiped out, but the damage 
done cannot be estimated. A number of 
dead bodies were found, but the indiscriba- 
ble roughness of the country prevented a 
count being made, The entire camp, with

terms of the treaty my operations were lim- 
ited to the time of the fight. I told the 
Chiricahnas to gather up their women and 
children without delay. They answered 
that they ceuld not get them to respond to 
the signals, the fugitives fearing they 
might be sent by our Apache scouts to en- 
trap them. They told us they had a white 
boy,.who was in the village taken ky our 
scouts. Hehadrun off with the squaws 
who escaped, and who had yot yet been 
heard from. They assured me that every 
one of the band 
SHOULD COME IN 
if I would remain a short time. The 
terms of the treaty embarrassed mie freat- 
ly, and being iu that rough region, with 
rations rapidly disappearing, and there be- 
ing between 300 and 400 Chiricahu.s to 
feed, I was compelled to return with the 
Chiri¢ahbuas. We found six Mexican cap- 
tives, five women and one child, taken by 
the Chiricahuas early in May. They are 
now with my command. . These women say 
they were captured near the Mexican Cen- 
tral Railroad, at a place called Carmen. 
They further state that when the Chirica- 
huas discovered that Apache scouts were in 
the country they became greatly alarmed, 
and abandoned on the trail the 300 head of 
cattle they were driving away from points 
in Western Chiahuahua. The cattle were 
afterward picked up and driven off bya 
body of Mexicans. We murched back as 
rapidly as the condition of the stock and 
the strength of the women and children 
would permit, and 

FOUND THE COUNTRY DFPOPULATED 
for a distance of 100 miles from the Apache 
stronghold. ‘The Chiricabuas instst that 
they have always lived in the Sierra Ma» 
dres, that even when the main body went 
on the reservation some remained behind 
in the mountains. Of those now out there 
arr a number who state that they have nev- 
er been on the reservation. I have strong 
hopes of being able to clear the mountains 
of the last- Of thess now with us are Loco 
and Nana, so often reported killed, and 
the families of other prominent chiefs. We 
saw no Mexican troops, and, after leaving 
the settlement in Northeastern Sonors, 
did not see a Mexican other thau the cap- 
tives rescued. I haye such assurances 
from the Indians that the white boy will 
be brought back alive that I am looking 
for him every moment, and will inform you 
by courier.

About $25,000,000 are invested in the 
manufacture of bread, cracker and oth- 
er bakery products in this country, 
representing some 7,000 establishments, 
$45,000,000 in materials, giving an an- 
nual production of $70,000,000. It bas 
almost passed into a proverb that few 
bakers. die rich. However that may 
be, we know that there are many men 
who have become wealthy in the cracker 
business. The manufacture of the 
cracker has become an important spe- 
cialty in bakery products. 

The ongin of the cracker, as a dis- 
tinct article of bread food, is enveloped 
in mystery. Shakspeare may have had 
some reference to it when he suggested 
the conundrum, ‘‘What cracker is this 
same that deafs ‘our ears?’ having re- 
ceived, perhaps, a vidlent blow on the 
ear with a piece of “hard tack.’’ The 
unearthing of debris in subterranean 
Pompeii and Herculaneum has brought 
to light specimens of petrified circular 
and flat substances very much resemb- 
ling the cracker of the present day, 
which once might have been on sale in 
the bread-shops of those unfortunate 
cities.

It represents the 
acme of cracker-making. 

The demand for the cracker grows 
with the growth of the country, and as 
an article of foreign export it is assum- 
ing considerable importance. One lead- 


ing manufacturer—whose establishment | 
is the largest and best appointed in this 


section of the country, employing a 
large numberof hands and consuming 


hundreds of barrels of flour weekly— | 


now exports his products not .only to 
Chicago and the West, but to foreign 
points, even so far away as Australia 
and New Zealand. The largest cracker- 
makers purchase their flour by special 
contract with Western millers and se- 


cure special rates of freight, thus ob- | 


taining their chief material at bottom 
prices. One of the marked features of 
the cracker business is its peddler trade, 
by which not only stores throughout 
the country towns are supplied, but al- 
so families regularly at stated prices. 
No well-regulated family is now with- 
out its box of erackers in the house. 
The greatest care is taken in boxing 
crackers. The name of the packer is 
written on a slip of paper, which is in- 
closed with each box, and in ease the 
box is returned for good reasons the 
packer, as a penalty for his or her care- 
lessness, is obliged to forfeit the price 
of the box. We do not know that this 
rule prevails among all the cracker- 


makers, but it certainly does with one ! 


large concern whose goods have become 
tamous. 

Cracker-making has become quite an 
art and, coupled with the machinery 
now used in connection with the busi- 
ness, ranks among the crafts that were 
instituted in the early days of the trades 
when to know the art of doing a trade 
well was to be in the possession of a 
secret.

‘Tell me, Joe,’’ said a reporter to 
one of the proprietors of one of the old- 
est bootblack stands in the city, ‘‘some- 
thing about the knights of the blacking 
brush.’’ He and his partner were soon 
interested in the subject, and imparted 

the following information in broken 
English: ‘‘The bootblacks of the city 
are principally Mexicans, Italians and 
Portuguese; of late, too, a few Ameri- 
cans, principally California-born boys, 
have creptin. It is not a healthy oc- 
cupation, for it brings on diseases of the 
chest, spine and abdominal regions 
through the constant bending of the 
body and crooking of the shoulders. It 
also strains the muscles of the hand, 
wrist and forearm. After polishing 
twenty pairs of boots or shoes we fee 
like taking a rest. Weare always con- 
tent when we ave $2 or $3 apiece a 
day. Many are satisfied with $1, and 
when that is: earned they go off for a 
comida. All the large and well- 
»atronized stands in the city have a re- 
ay of men, and in several of them $20 
and even $30 is taken in. These boot- 
black stands are valuable property. 
Five years ago we paid for this small 
place a premium of $450. To-day it is 
worth at least $700, and yet we don’t 
appear to be doing a big trade, but, 
then, you see, we often get ten and fif- 
teen cents a pair. One man, who 
started in a few weeks ago with one 
stand in a popular locality, has made 
several thousand dollars by building: 
and renting new stands. In the barber- 
shops, as a rule, the proprietors take 
the ten cents charged for boot-cleaning 
and pay the boys all the way from $5 
to $10 a week. If you want to help the 
bootblack along in those places you 
must tip him an extra five or ten-cent 
| piece. One barber I knew years ago 
let his bootblack take the coin. This 
boy made $75 a month at it. There's 
money in the business, but there’s bad
